A Spicy Letter front Cmlro. 


CAMP DEFIANCE, (/AIBO, June 16. 


The roof of the St. CbArles Holel affords 


u very fine view of the tiloops. 1'he double 
ranks of compact, well-ki>it m&6, with shi- 
ning muatets and bayonets., stretch off more 
than a mile, in long perapective. 
After va- 


rious preliminary evolutions, at the word of 
command the fines suddenly, break and 
wheelinto column by companies, and the 
marching commences. 
You see two long, 


parallel columns or men moving ia oppo- 
site directions, wilh au open spate betw. en, 
and you seek i'ur a new simile to describe 
them. 
It ia useless; as long-as you watcu 


their legs in motion you can likeu them to 
notl ing in the world but the shuules in 
some great factory. 
The artillerists attract 


oar special attention, by firing each of their 
six-pounders three times & minute. 
At a 


given sigual they fire one of them, dis- 
mount it, deposits it upon the ground, re- 
move the whee.ls from the carriage, so 
nothing is left standing, drop Hat upon 
their own faces, then spring up and re- 
cjonnt the gun for loading or removing— 
all in forty-five 
seconds. 
In an engage- 


ment, where the balls fly uncomfortably 
thick, you would no doubt recognize the 
utility of tho feat. 
We are about three 


hundred yards from the guns, and at each 
Bring, the column of smoke, white at first, 
but rapidly changing to blue, shoots out 25 
or 31) feet from the muzzle before we hear 
the report. 


We have a "contraband" negro engaged 


upon, the tbrtiSciitions. 
He arrived here 


in ft skiff two or three evenings since, bear- 
ing unmistakable evidences of long travel. 
The cotton seed which he brought in his 
wool corroborates his statement that he 
cnme from Mississippi. 
He says that he ia 


free, finrl no doubt he is, in fact, whatever 
he may bo technically. 
He seems to be, 


just now, one of the happiest Africans uti 
the North American continent. 
On the 


night of.his arrival, I first saw him besidt 
ihe guard house, surrounded by u psiriy of 
soldiers. 
He answered my salutation with 


"good even:r.',"inn.S9'r," removing his old 
wool hat from his grizzly head. 
He smileri 


all over his face and bowed all through his 
body, as he depressed his head, slightly 
lilting his left loot, with the gesture which 
only the unmistakable darkey can give. 


" \Vel!, uucle, have joined the army?" 
" Yes, inass'r," with another African sa- 


lute." Are you going to £^ht?". 


"Mo, uiass'r, I'se not a .Cghtin' nigger; 


I'ae a rnnnin' nigger 1'' 


"Aint you afraid of starving, up here 


among the abolitionists ?" 


" Reckon not, mass'r, not much.-' 
And Sambo gave a concluding bow, with 


indescribable 
drollery shining 
through 


his sooty face, which was beaected by two 
rows of glittering ivory, extending almost 
from ear to ear. 


A number of secessionists capinred by 


Capt. Hassl'urther, in Mississippi county, 
Missouri, have become ardtut 1'or the Un- 
ion since their arrival here. 
These sons of 


the cavalifirs were a great deal soilud and 
crestfallen when brought into camp. 
As 


they were debarking from the ferry boat 
which brought them over from Bird's Point 
a Missouri Unionist, who had been threat- 
ened by some of them, and titially driven 
out, could not repress his pleasure at meet- 
ing them under such circumstances; he 
threw up his hat, clapped liis hands, and 
asked them, with intuu.se delight, how they 
liked the driving-out process. 
In the eve- 


ning they underwent an examination before 
Gen. Preuliss. A good many rich scenes 
occurred. 


One of the prisoneis was a fine looking, 


rollicking Irishman, just from Mississippi, 
who really knows and cares nothing more 
about secession than he does about the def- 
ferential calculus. 
He had been employed 


a day or two as a farm hand by onu of the 
other prisoners, and thought it "B mighty 
bard case, yer honor," after leaving the 
aoulh to avoid being forced into the rebel: 
army, that he should tail into the hands ol 
the ooldiers here. 
Another was a harmless 


Missouri boy, who had been persuaded into' 
joiniug the company, and who, when asked 
what its members proposed to do. replied 
that he didu't think they would hurt any-i 
body. In fact, he was sure they would not 
if they were all like him; for he had iulend- 
ed, all along, to run if there was any fight- 
ing 1 Still another—-an elderly man of \-2ry| 
strong'secessioti proclivities—was proved to 
have said that he would sooner die than to 
take the oath of allegiance to the Union.— 
Upon hearing this, (jen. Prentiss coolly in- 
formed him.that he would be allowed to 
have his choice. 


The examination developed, in brief, that 


though strong pro-slavery men, the prison- 
ers were nearly all honest,.industrious citi-. 
zens, who, had been inflamed by reports that 
the United States troops were murdering 
women and children,, and engaged ia a cru- 
sade against all -slave; "property" and pro- 
slavery men.

ment to this effect, either themselves or by 
proxy, fur several wereunivble to write their 
own names. 
Two-otherd;..,against whom 


the testimony .was stronger, were, set free1 


upon taking the oath of allegiance..

Tbe lust .and worst of them, the main fo- 


menter of the trouble, was a Scotch school- 
master named Maepherson, who refused to 
.take the path, and was told that he would 
be set to w.ork shoveling gravel. 
He said 


that he would do no such thing, hut in that 
he was mistaken, for.yeaterday morning he 
was set at work wilh his spade and wheel- 
barrow, aud the industry he exhibited was a 
fair specimen of southern shovel-ry. Be- 
fore evening he became exceedingly hum- 
ble, respectful and loyal,, and was extremely 
anxib'us to take the o'athi . Upon his em- 
phatic.promise of future loyalty.it was ad- 
ministered to him, and he too.was releasedj. 
so the schoolmaster is once more abroad, 
and has probably learned one new and val- 
uable lesso'n.

BALLOON EXPERIMENT. — A Washington 


correspondent of the Chicago Journal says 
experiments have been made by Prof. Lowe 
in the president's grounds with a large bal- 
loon. He ascended some six hundred feet, 
taking with him an instrument and wire. — 
While "up above" he telegraphed to those 
"down below" on terra firma. The object 
of the experiment was to test the volne of 
bis balloon to the army, for reconnoiaano^ — 
of the enemy. He designs "going up" and 
when high enough, remain stationary by 
menus of lines attached to his serial car and 
"fastened to the ground. From this perch 
in mid-air, he can see all that is going on 
in the camps of the rebels. At the distance 
of severe! miles, by the aid of a powerful 
glass, ha can number their tents, and thus 
accurately judge" of the force there assem- 
bled. By the use of the telegraph he can 
transmit the result of hfs observations. — 
Availing himself of this information, the 
officer in command can make such disposi- 
tion of his troops as will best frustrate the 
probable schemes of the enemy. The ex- 
panse of snch an agent will be considera- 
ble, bntthe value of it can better be judged 
after it has been fully tested.

The Milwaukee Sentinel of to-day says: 


" Some of the capitalists of this city and j 
state officers have had a consultation here 
with reference to the state Icmn. We have 
learned none of the particulars of what was 
done.

has succeeded in raisiug $509,000, which is 
thought to be all that will be wanted, bonds 
being hypothecated; at the rate of 75 cents 
on the dollar for the amount. The state is 
authorized, if she does not desire to take 
up the bonds at the -figure at which they 
are hypothecated, to consider it a sale. Of 
course she will perfer to take them up. 
This mode of effecting the loan corresponds

and while it is legal, we doubt not it is as 
well for the state as she could have done in 
any circumstance.

take up her bonds, to get her loan, at par,

We are glad to learn that there has boon 


no absolute sale of the bonds of the state at 
75 cents on the dollar, as we at first under- 
stood.

The Supply ot Cotton.

ufacturers are looking to other quarters of 
the globe for a supply of cotton in the fu- 
ture.
